This exploratory research study examines the client's experience of 
having her therapist die while the two are engaged in long-term, 
psychoanalytically-oriented psychotherapy. Although the literature on 
bereavement is monumental, the literature specifically related to the death 
of one's therapist is a very small, and very recent, addition. The lack of 
literature seems to suggest that the death of one's therapist is not a 
common occurrence. However, the small body of literature that is beginning 
to emerge suggests that this phenomenon is not a rare phenomenon. Rather, 
the lack of literature seems to be reflective of the denial of death in 
general. The historical tendency of classical psychoanalysts to affect a 
stance of omnipotence may also contribute to this silence. 

In this study three domains of literature are reviewed: (1) the 
therapeutic relationship; (2) the bereavement literature; and (3) the 
literature on the death of a therapist. In seeking to understand the 
experience of the death of one's therapist , the relationship between 
the client and therapist is used as a context in which to understand such a 
loss. Ten clients, who were in long-term psychodynamic therapy when their 
therapist died, were interviewed in a semi-structured format. A thematic 
analysis of the data found that losing one's therapist is a unique loss 
from other types of significant loss. The real aspects of the relationship 
became increasingly important, in relation to the transference, once the 
therapist became ill. Attending some type of mourning ritual was critically 
important in dealing with this loss, particularly because the therapeutic 
relationship is one that remains sequestered from other parts of one's 
life. The experience of having one's therapist die was also found to have a 
large impact on subsequent therapy relationships. 

In the final section, implications for psychotherapists are discussed 
regarding how this knowledge may inform our work in regard to our own 
mortality, as well as in working with clients who have had a previous 
therapist die. Guidelines for the application of this knowledge to clinical 
practice, and implications of this study for future research, are also 
discussed.

Method. Eight medico-legal cases were reviewed with respect to 
behaviour of patient, type and dosage of drug treatment, mode of death, 
post-mortem findings and drug concentrations. 

Results. The problems of evaluating such drug levels are discussed. 
Five of the eight patients had probably toxic concentrations of 
antipsychotic and/or antidepressants, which caused death, usually 
involving cardiac arrhythmias. 

Conclusions. In cases of sudden unexpected death, a sample of blood 
from a peripheral vein should be obtained immediately death is 
pronounced or the body discovered, and sent for analysis. To minimise 



such fatalities, the patient should be monitored carefully, with ECG if 

feasible, and electrolyte balance checked. The drug regimen used should 

be kept simple and large doses of antipsychotics and/or antidepressants 

avoided wherever possible. 
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Abstract: There have been striking advances in the management of 

complications of cirrhosis in the 50 years since biliary cirrhosis was 
recognised as a feature occurring in a minority of patients with cystic 
fibrosis.

Despite criticism of the 'coffin treatment' as a draconian and unnecessary response to 
teens who might respond positively to other therapies, Nerenberg contends it is an effective 
treatment that can almost instantly change the outlook of a troubled teen. 

"How many times do we hear," adds Nerenberg, "of children and adults who only 
come to appreciate mentors in their lives after that person is gone? If teenagers can truly 
come to appreciate important figures in their lives while these people are still alive, many 
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behavior problems will stop," 

Considered the world's leading authority on aggressive driving and road rage, Dr. 
Nerenberg has appeared on many national television programs including Montel, Leeza, and 
Politically Incorrect He is the author of the new book, Raising Adults to be Parents.

Recently a man told me how great a privilege he felt it was to have carried out his daughter's wishes for 
her own funeral. She had left clear instructions and fulfilling her directions gave him an aim at this 
traumatic time and a great sense of satisfaction in giving her his final gift for the 'celebration of her Ufe' 
as she had requested. I too felt good about arranging my mother's funeral and shared the sense of giving 
her a gift. Another therapeutic aspect of taking charge is receiving the warm appreciative comments 
afterwards. 

We can all remember the ceremonies we have found comforting long after the event, and we all recall 
those funerals we felt were soulless long after the event, so it is important that everyone attending feels 
that thought and effort have been given. 

It's a rehef if instructions given by the dead person have been left with the will, but if no particular 
wishes are to be met then the choice is yours to create an imaginative and memorable event. For me I 
prefer lots of participation from family and fiiends, even a simple contribution such as 'how I first met 
the deceased' is of interest. Other excellent suggestions can be got from 'A Practical Guide to Non- 
religious Funerals' by Jane Wynne Willson. If you have ideas but are anxious about conducting the 
ceremony, ask a priest to do what you want, or a member of the Society of Friends or British Humanist 
Association to lead it for you. 

One lady I met sent a tape to each of her children with her instructions for her own funeral and another 
man had prepared an address to be played at his funeral for the audience. 

All is possible, and to have created a memorable event will offer comfort to the bereaved and to yourself 
in a way you cannot imagine nor fully evaluate. 

These are some notes setting out my own wishes for 'the celebration of my life'. 

- Brother to be master of ceremonies. Masses of candles and flowers and each person in their celebratory 
clothes. He will teach and lead everyone through the greetings dance in a circle. I shall be in a cardboard 
coffin surrounded by candles in the centre of the circle. 

- In turn each person speaks to me, saying: i) how we first met ii) what they valued in the fiiendship iii) 
any hurt or grievance they still hold. The purpose of this is to acknowledge it and then release it. 
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- Group scribble to sign their name in felt tip pens on the cardboard coffin. 

- Musical interlude as yet still to be planned! 

- Everyone says something affirming their own life now followed by feasting. 

- Everyone is given a helium-filled balloon which they carry with them to nearby burial place and after 
my coffin is lowered, the balloons are released to symbolise my newly fi-eed soul. 

- Each person leaves with flowers to take home and a book or article I owned. Any letters IVe written 
saying farewell will be distributed. 

A d-i-y funeral 

I found planning my mother's fiineral an education, a bonding experience with my four siblings, and a 
therapeutic exercise for myself Organising the event ourselves seemed the easiest way of getting what 
we wanted. I wanted this to be memorable and supportive. Our fimeral took place inside the fimeral 
parlour, as the local church was not available. This proved an excellent informal venue: the room was a 
peculiar shape with five oddly angled walls. We placed the coffin in the centre of the room and we sat 
around the sides facing the centre so we could see each other and then outlined the programme we 
would follow. I had invited a priest to say a Latin mass for us on his portable altar to start the ceremony. 
He then took a back seat for he was not the master of ceremonies. My younger brother then asked his 
four siblings to stand linking hands as he told us about one of his good early memories. Another brother 
performed on the flute and then followed stories and memories fi-om many other participants. 

Prior to the day I had asked people to write down or come prepared to speak of a memory they had of 
my mother and those not wanting to speak would have their piece read aloud by another. This really 
taught me how good it is to hear these anecdotes from any period of my mother's life. I had provided 
helium-filled balloons for the children and grandchildren and these I now distributed. We walked to the 
graveside carrying the festive looking balloons and there I suggested we release the balloons, thinking of 
them as symbols for her departing soul and as an opportunity to release any painfiil emotional 
attachments we still had to our mother. This was one of the most usefiil rituals for me as we released the 
balloons into the air and watched until the last speck had disappeared fi-om view. There followed a 
special tea in a cosy cafe with log fires, given over to our fimeral party. 

I did enjoy it, and so did my family. I was particularly touched by a comphment given me by a sister, 
who asked me if I would organise her own funeral when the time came!

• The irony of the breakup - Howard talked about the irony of how well he and Alison get 
along. He said that he had spent the weekend with Alison and the kids and the two had been 
very cordial. He re-emphasized that the separation was amicable as demonstrated by their 
mediated breakup. He said that the whole family is in shock, because the two were so perfect 
together. He said that he still loves Alison and the kids very much, but that the two were no 
longer working as a married couple.
